COXFt.AGUATION I t 


One of tho most destructive and unfor- 


tunate fires that our city ha.H been visited 
with in iniiny years, occurred yesterday 
about noon. A f'ow ruinates before twelve, 
a lire caught in n little bhed just in the rear 
of the old Oakley Livery Stable, in Sprin 
street, and everything abcut thera being of 
a combustible nature, and being unusually 
dry at thut time, it was but a moment, as it 
were, before the shed and the stable wure 
enveloped in tlamcH. 


The alarm was immediately Riven, lint it 


aoon became evident that a general eonflrg- 
ration was unavoidable, and accordingly the 
most of the occupants of the diHerunt build 
ings iu the vicinity began to make ready for 
the emergency. Tho rcnult of tho calamity 
was that there were 25 or 2G buildings con 
autned, among which were the Amciican 
House, two brick stores belonging to Clm.s. 
H. WillianiH, the old Oakley Livery Klablc, 
the Methodist Episcopal Churth, corner of 
Second and Spring streets, the throe atory 
brick building occupied by John L'ishbnck, 
and many other buildings. The total los< 
ia nearly $100,000 and the1 inRunnces will 
amount' to $aO,000 oc $40,000. 


The fire caught from some c'tildren pluy 


ing with fire crackers about the shed we 
have mentioned, They were seen firinp of! 
crackers, as children were generally doin^ 
in celebration of the fourth, and having 
dropped one of their crar.kers in the straw 
and caught it on lire, they became frighten- 
ed and mi) away. The <l»y was very warm, 
and the wind was blowing quite briskly from 
the .southwest. Before it caught :'n the sta- 
ble in front, all the horses and carriage-^ 
were removed, and nothing of much valur; 
was left in it to be consumed. Every etfurt 
was made to save the American House, but 
in vain, and after it had got under full head- 
way, the immense volume of flame and 
arnoke that rolled upward presented a mag- 
nificent sight, although it sad one. 
This 


American was a large five .story frame build- 
ing, one of the oldewt in the city, and was 
almost as combustible ns a tinder box. Il 
was also full of furniture, with an endless 
nuir.her of bedi, and there is hardly a build- 
ing in the city calculated to burn so fiercely 
and present such an immense volume of 
fire. 


The fire department had been promptly 


called out OH the first alarm, and we believe 
Supply Hose Co,, and Knpine Co. No. 
fi 


were the first on the ground. They nt once 
went to work with a will, and soon the en- 
tire department were on hand, and com- 
menced work to arrest the fUmes. 


From the American and the livery stable, 


tho fire leaped across the street to the small 
frame buildings directly opposite, and also 
to the large brick building owned by Mr. 
George F. Austin. The frame buildings 
were all consumed, but luckily the brick 
structure had only Us cornice and some of 
the windows consumed. A good di-al of 
damage was also done lo it by smoke and 
water. The two brick stores east of the 
American, and owned by Chas. H. Williams, 
were wholly consumed. In the meantime 
the buildings west of the Oakley livery sta- 
ble were wholly enveloped, and sure of des- 
truction. 


Next the Methodist church, corner of 


Second and Spring, took fire in the steeple, 
and was seen l.y many to catch. 
One en- 


gine could easily have extinguished it, but 
it soon went the way of the rest, lly this 
time the three aJory brick building belong- 
ing to^Mr. Fi.shbaek, was fully in llame-i, 
and with it went eight small buildings north 
of his establishment, on thr- same side of 
the street, and also twc frutue buildings on 
the opposite side of thu street, next norlh 
of Mr. Back's extensive furniture establish- 
ment. 


It was only by the greatest efforts Unit 


Mr. Brick saved his establishment. 
Tht> 


casings to the windows and doors, on the 
side, were burned as it was, and considera- 
ble dumngu was doiu by the water. lien1 
the fire was checked. There was an im- 
mense ciowd of people in nil the streets in 
the vicinity. 


It seemed at one time aa if tho conflag- 


ration was going to bi«J much more seriouH 
than it was. 
Once or twice it caught in 


the barn of the Menomoneo Hotel, and had 
this burned, tut- Mctiomonee House, Birch- 
ard's block, anil a vast amount of other val- 
uable property must have been destroyed. 
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TAKKN* PUIHOXEUS.—The Wheeling (Va.) 
Intelligencer of Wcdnejday, just come lo 
hand, contains the following exciting piece 
of news: 


Gentlemen who arrived yesterday even- 


ing from Clarksburg, report that on Sunday 
night last two regiments of Ohio volunteers, 
the 3d and -1th, went down from Clarksburg 
to Buckhanou, in Upshur county, and at- 
tacked a secession camp, killing twenty- 
nine and taking two hundred prisoners, to- 
gether with a large lot of camp equipage, 
&.c. The federal forces had not u man kill- 
ed or wounded. 


QuiN'CY, III., July 3. 


Intelligence arrived at one o'clock Urn 


morning from Canton, Mo., of the assassin- 
ation of C'upt. HowtH, U. y. A. It appears 
that the Union men and the secessionists 
each held a celebration there yesterday.— 
TliG secessionists hoisted a flag which C#pt. 
HoweH ordered down. This interference 
with their flag caused B very bitter feeling. 
Some words passed between some members 
of the party, among whom was Kiuhurd 
Soward, hotel keeper, and Ca.pt. Howell.— 
The latter started to go home, nnd when 
passing the hotel, Soward came out, called 
upon Howell to defend himself, and imme- 
diately shot him dead. 


The Gt;mans surrounded the nmrc'erer's 


house to guard against his escape til a le- 
gal arrest could be made, and sent mt ssenj 
gers to Lagrange, where they chartered a 
ferry boat and came to Quincy, and dis- 
patched the ferry boat back to take assist- 
ance from Lagrange. 


Col. Palmer, of the llth regiment, left 


here at seven o'clock this morning with 
four hundred men, all that remained in his 
camp over the 4t!i, accompanied .by Quar- 
ter-master General Wood and Adjutant Gen- 
eral Mather, for the scene of disturbance, 
and a lively time was anticipated. 


I hear that Senator Green's brother haa 


a company organized about six miles from 
Canton, who were sent for by the secession 
party. Can't leara what strength they can 
muster, but Canton had the reputation of 
being the hottest secession hole in north- 
western Missouri.

TERRIBLE 
COtfJFl,AGHATIOS ! 1 


One of tlie most destructive and unfor- 


tunate fires that onr city hag baen visited 
with in many years, occurred yesterday 
about noon. A few minutes before twelve, 
a fire caught in a little shed just in the rear 
of the old' Oakley Livery Stable, in Spring 
street, and everything about thera being of 
a combustible nature, and being unusually 
dry at that time, it was but a moment, as it 
were, before the shed and the stable were 
enveloped in 
flames. 
' 
..-. 


The alarm was immediately giveii, but it 


soon became evident that a general conflag- 
ration was unavoidable, and accordingly the 
most of the occupants of the different build- 
ings in the vicinity began to make ready for 
the emergency. The result of the calamity 
was that there were 25 or 26 buildings con- 
sumed, among which were the American 
House, two brick stores belonging to Oiias. 
H. Williams, the old Oakley Livery Stable, 
the Methodist Episcopal Ghureo, corner of 
Second and Spring streets, the three story 
brick building occupied by John Fiabback, 
and many other buildings. The total loss 
is nearly $100,000 and the insurances will 
amount to $30,000 or $40,000. 


The fire caught from some children play- 


ing with fire crackers about the shud we 
have mentioned. They were seen firing off 
crackers,-as children were generally doing 
in celebration of the fourth, and having 
dropped one of their crackers in the straw 
and caught it on fire, they became frighten- 
ed and ran away. The do.y was very warm, 
and the wind was blowing quite briskly from 
the southwest. Before it caught in the sta- 
ble in front, all the horses and carriages 
were removed, and nothing of much value 
was left in it to bs consumed. Every effort 
was made to save the American House, but 
in vain, and after it had got under full head- 
way, the immense volume of flame and 
smoke that rolled upward presented a mag- 
nificent sight, although a sad one. The 
American was a large five story frame build- 
ing, one of the oldest in the city, and was 
almost as combustible as a tinder box. It 
was also full of furniture, with an endless 
number of beds, and there is hardly a build- 
ing in the city calculated to burn so fiercely 
and present such an immense volume of 
fire. 


The fire department had been promptly 


called oat on the first alarm, and we believe 
Supply Hose Co., and Engine Co. No. 6 
were the first on the ground. They at once 
went to work with a will, and soon the en- 
tire department were on hand, and com- 
menced work to arrest the.flames. 


From the American and the livery stable, 


the fire leaped across the street to the small 
frame buildings directly opposite, and also 
to the large brick building owned by Mr. 
George F. Austin. The frame buildings 
were all consumed, but luckily the brick 
structure had only its cornice and some of 
the windows consumed. A good deal of 
damage was also done to it by smoke and 
water. The two brick stores east of the 
American, and owned byChas. H. Williams, 
were wholly consumed. In the meantime 
the buildings west of the Oakley livery sta- 
ble were wholly enveloped, and sure of des- 
truction. 


Next the Methodist church, corner of 


Second and Spring, took fire in the steeple, 
and was seen by many to catch. 
One en- 


gine could easily have extinguished it, but 
it soon went the way of the rest. By this 
time the three story brick building belong- 
ing to Mr. Fishback, was fully in flames, 
and with it went eight small buildings north 
of his establishment, on the same side of 
the street, and also two frame buildings on 
the opposite side of this street, next north 
of Mr. Btick's extensive furniture establish- 
ment. 


It was only by the greatest efforts that 


Mr. Brick saved his establishment. The 
casings to the windows and doors, on the 
side, were burned as it was, and considera- 
ble damage was dons by the water. Here 
the fire was checked. There was an im- 
mense crowd of people iu all the streets in 
the vicinity. 


It seemed at one time as if the conflag- 


ration was going to bej much more serious 
than it was; Once or twice it caught in 
the barn of the Menomonee Hotel, and had 
this burned, t'ao Menomonee House, Birch- 
ard's block, an(! a vast amount of other vaE- 
uable property must have been destroyed.

bouses, iVc., ii.cludiiiij nil the movable and 
bttitioim'.y properly in und ubout them, had 
been sui^eii atid hold in open hostility to 
tdi.-j /joveriunent, esct'jiling only Forts 1'ick- 
eni, Tu}lor und Jeflerdun, on and near the 
Florida coast, and Fort Sninter in Charles- 
ton harbor. The forts thus seized Iiadbeen 
put in improved condition; nerf ones had 
been built and armed. Other forces had 
been organized and were organizing, all 
avowedly for the aixiuo hoitiln purposes.— 
The forts remaining in tbc federal posses- 
sion in and nenr those stutes were either be- 
seigcd or intitaced by warlike preparations. 
Kjpecially Fort Sumter was nearly surroun- 
ded by well protected hostile batteries, with 
gniiH e<i«al in quality to the best of its own 
and rmtnunihurtng the latter as ten to one.

On the jth of March, tho present incum- 


bent's 'ir.'jt full day in office, a letter from 
Mrjor Anderson, commanding at Fort Sum- 
tur, written on the 'JHth of February, and 
roceived at the war department on the 4th 
of March, was by that department placed 
in hia hands. This letter expressed the pro- 
fessional opinion of the writer that rein- 
lorcements could not be thrown into that 
fort in time for his relief, (rendered neces- 
sary by the limited supply of provisions 
and with a view of holding the same,) with 
a force of less than 20,000 well disciplined 
men. 
Tln'i opinion was concurred in by 


all the officers of bis command, and their 
memoranda on the subject were made in- 
closures of Major Anderson's letter. The 
whole was immediately laid before Lieuten- 
ant Gen. tkutt^wbo at once concurred with 
Mtajor Anderson in bis decision. On re- 
(faction, however, ho took full time in con- 
Hutting with other oflieurs, both of the army 
and nuvy, and at the end of four days came 
reluctantly but decidedly lo the tmtuc con- 
elusion as before. lie also stated at the 
same- time that no such sufficient force was 
then at tho control of the government, or 
could bo raised and brought to the ground 
within the time when the provisions in the 
fort would be exhausted. In a pure'y .mili- 
tary point of view, this confined the admin- 
istration to the mere mailer of getting the 
garrison safely out of the fort. 
It was be- 


lieved, however, that tc HO abandon that 
situation under tho circumstances would be 
utterly ruinous; that the necessity under 
which it was <r be done would not bo fully 
understood; that by many it would be con- 
strued a.s n part of a voluntary policy; that 
at horns it wouVl discourage the friends of 
Ihe Union, embolden its adversaries and go 
far lo insure thu latter a rceogni'.ion abroad, 
and that in fact it would be our national de- 
sU-nction. Thn could not b'3 allowed.— 
Starvation was not yet upon the garrison, 
nnd ere it would bo reached, Fort Pickens 
might be reinforced. 
This last would be ft 


clear indication of policy, and would better 
enable the country to accept the evacaation 
of Sumter as a military necessity.

sent for the landing of the troops from the 
transship Hrooklyn into Fort Pickena.— 
This order could not go by land but must

too vague and uncertain rumors to fix atten- 
tion, had refused to land the troops.

They knew they were expressly notified 
that giving bread to the lew brave and hun- 
gry men of the garrison was all that would 
on that occasion be attempted unless them- 
selves, by resisting &o much, should pro- 
voke more. They knew that this govern- 
ment desired to Iteep the garrison in tin- 
fort, not to assail them, but merely (it main- 
tain visible possession, and thus preserve 
the Union from actual nnd immediate dis- 
solution, trusting,'Jis herein before stated, 
to time, discussion and the btil'ot-box for 
final adjustment; and they assailed and re- 
duced the fort for precisely the reverse ob 
ject—to drive out thu visible authority of 
the Federal Union, and thus Ibrce it to im 
mediate dissolution. That thi.s was tl.eir 
object the executive well understood ; and 
having said to them in the inaugural ad- 
dress, " Yon can have no conflict without 
being yourselves the aggressors,' lie took 
pains not only to keep this declaration j^ood. 
but also to keep the case so far from ingen- 
ious sophistry thut the world should not 
misunderstand it.

At this point the insurrectionists an- 


nounced their purpose of entering upon the 
practice of privateering. Other calls were 
made for volunteers to serve three years un- 
less sootier discharged, and also large addi- 
tions to the regular army and navy. These 
measures, whether strictly legal or not, 
were ventured upon what appeared to bo 
popular demand for a public necessity, 
trusting then, as now, that congress would 
ratify them. It is believed that nothing has 
been done beyond the constitutional com- 
petency of congress. Soon after the first 
call for militia, it was considered a duty to 
authorize tho commanding general, in prop- 
er cases, according to his discretion, to sus- 
pend the privilege of the habeas corpus, or 
n other voids to arrest and detain without 
esort lo ordinary process aud forms of law 
ut'h individuals as ho might deem danger- 
us to tho public safety.

It might seem at first thought to be of 


little diflereuce whether tho present move- 
incut at the south be called secession or re- 
bellion.

They knew 
their people possessed as much devotion to 
law and order, us much pride and reverence 
fur their history and the government of 
their country us any other civilized and pa- 
triotic people. 
Thoy knew they could make 


no advancement directly in the teeth of 
these strong and noble sentiments. 
They 


accordingly commenced by an industrious 
debauching of the public mind. They in- 
\ented an ingenious sophism, which, conce- 
ded, was followed by perfectly logical steps 
through all the incidents of the complete 
destruction of the Union. Tins sophism 
itself i:* th-it any state of the Union may, 
consistently wilh the nation's constitution, 
and therefore lawfully and peacefully, with- 
draw from the Union without the consent 
of the Union or o! ary other state.

th) disguise, Umt the supposed right 19 to be 
exercised only for just cause, themselves to 
be sol« judges, of its justice, is too thin lo 
merit any notice. 
With rebellion thus su- 


gar-coated, they have been drugging the 
minds of their section for more than thirty 
years, until at length they have brought 
many good men to a willingness to take up 
arms against the government, the day after 
borne assemblage of men have enacted the 
farce of taking their state out of the Un- 
ion, who could have been brought to no 
such thing the day before. This sophism 
derives much, perhaps the whole, of its cur- 
rency from the assumption that there is 
some omnipotent and aacred supremacy 
peiiainitig to each state of our federal Un- 
ion.

power than that reserved to them in the 
Union by the constitution, no one of them 
ever having been a state out of the Union 
The original ones passed into the Union 
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adopted for tho old ones in and bj the Dec- 
laration of 
Independence. 
Therein the 


United Colonies were declared free and in- 
dependent states, but even then the object 
plainly waa not to declare their independ- 
ence of one another, of the Union, but di- 
rectly the contrary, as their mutual action 
before, at the time, and afterwards, abund- 
antly show. 


The express plighting of faith by each 


and all of the thirteen original States in the 
articles of confederation, two years later, 
<; that the Union shall be perpetual," ia most 
conclusive. Having never been Stutea ei- 
ther in substance or name outside Ihe 
Union, whence this magical omnipotence 
of State rights, asserting a claim of power 
to lawfully destroy the Union itself? 
Much 


H suid about tho "sovereignty of the States,1' 
but the word even is not in the national 
Constitution nor, it ia believed, in any of 
the State Constitutions. What ia a sover- 
eignty? Would it be far wrong to declare 
it a political coin ai unify without a political 
superior? Tested by this, no one of our 
States except Texas was a sovereignty, and 
even Texas gave up the character on coin- 
ing into the Union, by which act she ac- 
knowledged the Constitution of tho United 
States, and laws and traitios of the United 
States, made in pursuance of the Constitu- 
tion, to be forever her supreme law. 


The stated have their status in the Union 


and thoy hove no other legal status. If 
they break from this they only do so against 
law by revolution. The Union, and not 
themselves separated, procured their inde- 
pendence and their liberty, Byconqujat or- 
purchase the Union gave each of them what- 
ever of independence and liberty it has. The 
Union is older than any of the states, and 
in fact it created them as states. Original- 
ly some dependent colonies made tht. Uni- 
on and in return the Union threw off their 
old dependence for them and mnJ« the 
atates such n.a they are. 
Not one of them 


ever Imd a state constitution independent 
of the Union. 
Of course it is not forgot- 


ten that all tho ne>v states formed tbuir 
constitutions before they entered the Union, 
nevertheless dependent on and preparatory 
to their coming into the Union. 


Unquestionably the states have the pow- 


ers mid rights reserved to them by the 
national constitution, but amung those nure- 
I;, L/C not included all conceivable powers, 
however mischievous or destructive.

world !'t tba* time as governmental powers, 
and certaii !y a power to destroy the gov- 
urutiicut itself, had never been known us sv 
governmental, a merely administrative pow 
cr. This relative matter of national power 
ami btatu'-i rights KS a principle, is no other 
than a principle of generality and locality.

If we now recognize this doc- 


;rine by allowing the scceders to go in 
DCHCO it is difficult to see what we can do if 
others choose to go, or to extort terms up- 
on which they will promise to remain. The 
secedcrs insist that our constitution admits 


f secession. They have assumed to make 


. national constitution of their own in 
which, nf necessity, they have discaided or 
retained the right of secession as they in- 


it exiijt.s in ours. 
If they have discard- 


ed it, tliuy thereby admit llmt on principle 
it ought not to exist in oi?rs. If they have 
retained it, by their construction of ours it 
ihcws that to be consistent they must ne- 
eedu from one another when they shall find 
it the easiest way of settling their debts or 
effecting another selfish or unjust object. 


The principle itself is one of disintegra- 


tion and on which no government can en- 
dure. If all the states save one .should af- 
fect the power to drive that one out of the 
Union, it is p-csutned tho whole clnsts of the 
seceded politicians would at once deny the 
power find denounce tho act as the greatest 
outrage upon state rights. But suppose 
that precisely the same act, instead of being 
called driving one out, should be culled (lie 
"seceding" of the others from the one, it 
would be exactly what the sccedcra chum to 
ilo,'unless, indeed, they make the point that 
the one, because it is a minority, may right- 
fully do that which the others, because tl.cy 
are the majority, may not rightfully do. 


These politicians a"e profound in the 


rights of minorities. They arc not partial 
to that power which mtdc the Constitution 
and speaks from the preamble calling itself 
" we the people.'' It may well be question- 
ed whether llieru is to-day a majority of the 
legally qualified voters of any state, except, 
perhaps, South Carolina, in favor of disu- 
nion. There is much reason to beliove that 
tho Union men are in a majority in many 
if not in all of the seceded states. 
The 


contrary has not been demonstrated in any 
one of tht'in. It ia ventured to affirm even 
thwso of Virginia arid Tennessee—for the 
result of elections held in military camps, 
where tnc bayonets were all on one side of 
the question voted upon—can scarcely be 
considered as demonstrating the the popu- 
lar sentiment at such an election. All that 
large class who are at once for the Union 
and against coercion would be coerced to 
vote against the Union. 


It even may be affirmed without extrava- 


gance that the free institutions which we 
enjoy havo developed the powers and im- 
proved the condition of our whole people 
beyond any example in the world. Of this 
we now have n striking and impressive il- 
lustration. 
So large an army as the gov- 


ernment has now on foot waa never before 
known, without a soldier in it who has not ta- 
ken hia place there of his own free choice. 
But more than this, there are many single 
regiments, whose members, one and anoth 
er, possess full practical knowledge of the 
arts and sciences and professions, and 
whaterer elae, whether useful or elegant, is 
known to the whole world; and there is 
scarcely one from which there could not be

subject of legislation. At the beginning of 
the present presidential term, fovir months 
ago, the functions of the Federal Govern- 
ment were found to be generally suspended 
within the several states of South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Florida, excepting those only of tho 
post office department. Within these states 
nil the forts, arsenals, dockyards, custom- 
houses, i'cc., including all the movable and 
stationary property in and about them, had 
been ssized and held in open hostility to 
this government, excepting otiiy Forts Pick- 
ens, Taylor and Jefferson, on and near the 
Florida coast, and Fort Sumter in Charles- 
ton harbor. 
The forts thus seized had been 


put in improved condition; new ones had 
been buiit and armed. 
Other forces had 


been organized and were organizing, all 
avowedly for the same hostile purposes.— 
The forts remaining in the federal posses- 
sion in and near those states were either be- 
seiged or menaced by warlike preparations. 
Especially Fort Sumter was nearly surroun- 
ded by well protected hostile batteries, with 
gnus equal in quality to the best of'its own 
and outnumbering the latter as ten to one. 
A disproportionate share of the federal 
mnskets uncl rifles had somehow found their 
way into these states, and had been seized 
to be nsed against the government. Accu- 
mulations of the public revenue had been 
seized for the same object, 
The navy was 


scattered in distant seas, leaving but a very 
small part of it within the immediate reach 
of the government. Officers of the federal 
army had resigned in great numbers, and 
of those resigned a great portion had taken 
up arms ag.iinstthe government. 
Simulta- 


neously and in connection with al! this, a 
purpose to sever the federal Union was open- 
)y avowed. 
In accordance with this pur- 


pose, an ordinance had been reported, in 
er.ch of these elates, declaring the states re- 
spectively to be separated from the Federal 
Union. 
The formula for instituting a com- 


bined government for tht-ar- states had been 
promulgated, and this iil?»al organization 
in the character of the confederate states, was 
already asking recognition, aiJ, and inter- 
vention from foreign powers. Finding this 
condition of means, and believing it to be 
nn imperative duty upon the incoming Ex- 
ecutive to prevent, if possible, the consum- 
mation of such attempt to destroy the Fed- 
eral Union, a choice of two things to the 
end biicame indispensable. 
Thia choice 


was made and declared in the inaugural ad- 
dress. .The policy chosen, looked to the ex- 
haustion of all peaceable measures before 
a resort to any stronger one. It sought on- 
ly to hold the publi.; places and property 
uot already wrested from the government 
and to collect the revenue, relying (or the 
rest on time, discussion and the ballot-box. 
I t-tomised the continuance of the mails at, 
the'government's expense to tho very peo- 
ple who were resisting the government, and 
gave repeated pledge? against any disturb 
uuce of any of the people or any of their 
rights—of all that which a President might 
constitutionally and justifiably do in such a 
case. 
Everything was forborne without 


which it was believed possible to keep the 
government on foot. 


On the 5th of March, the present incum- 


bent's first full day in office, a letter from 
Major Anderson, commanding at Fort Sura- 
U.', written on -the 28th of February, and 
received at the war department on the 4th 
of March, was by that department placed 
ia his hands. This letter expressed the pro- 
fessional opinion of the writer that rein- 
forcements could not be thrown into that 
fort in time for his relief, (rendered neces- 
sary by the limited supply of provisions 
and with a view of holding the same,) with 
a force of less than 20,000 well disciplined 
njen. .This opinion was concurred in by 
all-the officers of his command, and their 
memoranda on the subject were made in- 
closnres of Major Anderson's letter. The 
whole was immediately laid before Lieuten- 
ant Gen. Scott^who at once concurred with 
Major Anderson in his decision. On re- 
flection, however, he took full time in cou- 
eolting with other officers, both of the army 
and navy, and at the end of four days came 
reluctantly bnt decidedly to the same con- 
clusion as before. He also stated at the 
same time that no such sufficient force was 
then at the control of the government, or 
could be raised and brought to the ground 
within the" time when the provisions in the 
fort wonld be exhausted. In a cnrely tnili- 
tary point of view, this confined the admin- 
istration to the mere matter of getting the 
garrison safely out of the fort. It was be- 
lieved, however, that tc so abandon that 
situation under the circumstances would be 
utterly ruinous; that the necessity under 
which it was tc be done would not be fully 
understood; that by many it would be con- 
strued as a part of a voluntary policy; that 
at horns it would discourage the friends of 
the Union, embolden its adversaries and go 
far 16 insure the latter a recognition abroad, 
nnd that in fact it would be oar national de- 
struction. This could not be allowed.— 
Starvation was not yet upon the garrison, 
and ere it would be reached, Fort Pickens 
might be reinforced. This last would be a 
clear indication of policy, and would belter 
enable the country to accept the evacuation 
of Sarater as B, military necessity. 


Then au order was at once directed to be 


sent for the landing of the troops from the 
steamship Brooklyn into Fort Pickens.— 
This order could not go by land but must 
take the surer and slower route by sea.— 
T'tia first returning news from the order was 
received just one week before the fall of 
Sumter. The news itself was that the offi- 
cer commanding tue Sabine, to which ves- 
sel the troops had been transferred from the 
Brooklyn, acting upon some armistice of 
the late administration and the existence of 
which the present administration, up to the 
time the order was despatched, had only 
too vague and uncertain rumors to fix atten- 
tion, had refused to land the troops. To 
now reinforce Fort Pickens before the cri- 
6i« Wonld be reached at Fort Sumter was 
impossible, rendered so by the m«re ex- 


haustion of provisions in the latter named 
fort. In precaution against such a contin 
genoythe government had a few days be 
fore commenced preparing an expeditions 
well adapted as might be to relieve For 
Sumter, which expedition was intended to 
be ultimately used or not according to cir 
cumstancea. 
The strongest anticipated 


case for using ft was now presented, and i 
was resolved to send it forward, sis had been 
intended. In this contingency it was also 
resolved to notify the governor of South 
Carolina lhal he mighl expect an attemp: 
would be made to provision ths fort, am 
if the attempt should not be resisted, there 
would be no attempt to throw in men, arms 
or ammunition, without farther notice, or 
in case of an attack upon ths fort. 
This 


notice was accordingly given, whereupon 
the fort was attacked nnd bombarded to it? 
fall, even awaiting the arrival of the provi 
aion expedition. It is thus, seen that the 
assault upon and reduction of Fort Sum- 
ter were in no sense a matter of self-defense 
on the part of the assailants. They wel 
knew that the garrison iu the fort could by 
no possibility commit aggression upon them 
They knew they were expressly notified 
that giving bread to the lew brave and hun 
gry men of the garrison was all that would 
on that occasion be attempted unless them- 
selves, by resisting so much, should pro- 
voke more. 
They knew that this govern- 


ment desired to keep the garrison in the 
fort, not to assail them, but merely to main- 
tain visible possession, and thus preserve 
the Union from actual and immediate dis- 
solution, trusting/as herein before stated, 
to time, discussion and the ballot-box fot 
final adjustment; and they assailed and re- 
duced the fort for precisely the reverse ob 
ject—to drive out the visible authority- of 
the Federal Union, and thus force it to im 
mediate dissolution. That this was tleii 
object the executive well understood ; and 
having said to them in the inaugural ad- 
dress, " You can have no conflict without 
being yourselves the aggressors,' 'he took 
pains not only to keep this declaration good, 
bat also to keep the case so far from ingen- 
ious sophistry .that .tbe world should not 
misunderstand it. 


By the affair at Fort Sumter, with its 


surrounding circumstances, tbat point was 
reached. 
Then and there, by the assailants 


of the government, began the conflict with- 
out a gun in sight or expectancy to return 
their tiring, save only the few in the fort, 
sent to that harbor years before for their 
own protection, ancl still ready to give that 
protection in whatever was loyal. 
In this 


act discarding all else, they have forced 
upc . the country the distinct issue of im- 
mediate dissolution or blood, und this em- 
braces more than the fate of these United 
States. 
It presents to the whole family of 


man the question whether a constitutional 
republic or democracy, a government of :he 
people, the same people, can or caunot 
maintain its territorial integrity against its 
own domestic foes. It presents the ques- 
tion whether discontented persons, too few 
in numbers to control the administration 
according to the organic law in any case, 
can always upon the pretenses made in this 
case or any other pretenses, or arbitrarily, 
without any pretenses break up their gov- 
ernment and thus .practically put an end to 
free government upon, the earth. 
It forces 


us to nsk, is there in all republics this in- 
herent and fatal weakness ? Must a gov- 
ernment of necessity, be too strong for the 
.iberties of the people, or too weak to main- 
tain its own existence '/ So viewing tiio is- 
ues, no choice was left but to call out the 
war power of the government, and so to re- 
sist the force employed for its destruction 
by force for its preservation. The call was 
made and the response of the country was 
most gratifying, surpassing in unanimity 
and spirit the most sanguine expectation. 
Yet none of the states commonly called 
slave states) except Delaware, gave a regi- 
ment through the regular state organiza- 
tion. A few regiments have been organized 
within some other of those states by individ- 
ual enterprise, and received into the gov- 
ernment service of course. The seceded 
states, so-called, and to which Texas had 
been joined about the time of the inaugu- 
ration, gave no troops to the cause of the 
Union. 
The border states, so called, were 


not uniform in their action, some of them 
b«ing almost for the Union, while in others, 
as in Virginia, North Carolina, .Tennessee 
and Arkansas the Union sentiment was 
nearly repressed and silenced. The course 
taken in Virginia was the most remarkable 
—perhaps the most important. A conven- 
tion elected by the people of that state to 
consider this very question of disrupting the 
'federal Union was in session at the capital of 
Virginia when Fort Sumter fell. To this 
body the people had chosen a large major- 
ity of professed Union men. 


Almost immediately after the fall of Sum- 


ter numbers of that majority went over to 
the original minority, and with them adopt- 
ed an ordinance for withdrawing the .state 
from the Union. Whether this change was 
wrought by their great approval of the 
assault on Sumter, or their resentment to 
the government's resistance to that assault, 
is not definitely known. 
Although they 


submitted the ordinance for ratification to 
a vote of the .people,, to be taken somewhat 
more than a mouth distant, the convention 
and legislature, which was also in session 
at the same time and place, with leading 
men of the stats, immediately commenced 
acting as if the state was already out of the 
Union. They pushed military preparatons 
vigorously forward all over the state.—• 
They seized tho United States armory at 
Harper's Ferry and ths Navy Yard at Gos- 
port near Norfolk.. They received, perhaps 
ir.vited into the state, large bodies of troops, 
with .their warlike appointments, from the 
so called seceded states. They formally 
entered into a treaty with the so-called con- 
federate stateaggand sent members to their 
congress at Montgomery, and finally they 
permitted the insurrectionary government 
to be transferred to 'heir capital at Rich- 
mond. The people of Virginia have thus 
allowed this giant insurrection to make its) 
nest within their borders, and this govern- 
ment has no choice left but to deal with it 
where it finds it, and it has the less to re- 
gret, as the loyal citizens have, in due form, 
claimed its protection. Those loyal citi- 
zens the government is bound to recognize 
and protect as being in Virginia. 
In 


the border states so called, in fact the mid- 
dle states, there are those who favor a poli- 
cy which they call armed neutrality, that is, 
an arming of those states to prevent the 
Union forces passing one way, or the dis- 
union the other, over their soil. 
This 


would be dis-nnion completely; figuratively 
speaking, it would be the building of an 
impassible wall along the line of separation; 
and yet, not quite an impassible one, for, 
under the guise of neutrality, it would tie 
the hands of the Union men and freely pass 
supplies from among them to the ins'urrec- 
tionists, which it could not do as an open 
enemy. At a stroke it would take all the 
trouble off the hands of secession except 
only what proceeds from the external block- 
ade. 
It would do for the dis-uniouists that 


which of all things they most desire, feed 
them well and give them disunion without 
a struggle of their own. It recognizes no 
fidelity to the constitution, no obligation to 
maintain the Union. 
While very many 


who have favored it are doubtless loyal cit- 
izens, it is nevertheless very injurious in 
effect. 


Recurring to the action of the govern- 


ment it may be stated that at first a call 
was made for 75,000'militia, and rapidly 
following this, a proclamation was issued 
for closing the ports of the insurrectionary 
districts by a blockade. 
So far all was be- 


Hev*d to be strictly legal. 


At this point tfie insurrectionista an- 


nounced their purpose of entering npon the 
practice of privateering. Other calls were 
made for volunteers to serve threeyears un- 
less sooner discharged, and also large addi- 
tions to the regular army and navy. These 
measures, whether strictly legal or not, 
were ventured upon what appeared to bo 
popular demand for a public necessity, 
trusting then, as now, that congress would 
ratify them. It is believed that nothing has 
been dons beyond the constitutional com- 
petency of congress. Soon after the first 
call for militia, it wag considered a duty to 
authorize the commanding general, in prop- 
er cases, according to his discretion, to sus- 
pend the privilege of the habeas corjnis, or 
in other words to arrest and detain without 
resort to ordinary process and forms of law 
such individuals as he might deem danger- 
ous to the public .safety. This, authority 
has purposely been exercised but very spar- 
ingly; neverthe less, the legality and pro- 
priety of what has been done under" it are 
questions, and the attention of the country 
has been called to the proposition that one 
who has sworn to lake care that the laws be 
faithfully executed should not himself vio- 
late them. Of course some consideration 
was given to the questions of the power 
and propriety before thia matter was acted 
upon. 
The whole of the laws which were 


required to be faithfully executed, were be- 
ing resisted and failing of execution in 
c,.. arly one-third of the states. 
Must they 


~c allowed to finally fail of execution, even 
il it had been perfectly clear that by the 
lu-e of the means necessary to their execu- 
ticn some single law made in duch extreme 
tenderness of the citizen's liberty that prac- 
tically it relieves more of the guilty, than 
the innocent, should, to a limited extent, 
be violated? To state the question more 
directly, are all the lairs but one to go un- 
executed, tbo government itself to go to 
pieces lest that one be violated ? Even in 
such a case would not the official oath be 
broken if the government should be over- 
thrown Then it was believed that disregard- 
ing the single law wonld tend to preserve 
it? 
But it was not believed that this ques- 


tion was presented. It was not believed 
that nnr law was violated. The provision 
of the constitution being that Use privilege 
of ihe habeas corpus shall not fca sasptatl. 
ed except iu cases of rebellion, cr invasion ! 
the public safety does rec;:;ir- it, it was de- 
cided that we have a cas'-> of rctsllion. and 
the public safety does rs-jjire a qualified 
suspension of the privilww of the writ— 
which was authorized to to made. 
Now . 


is insisted that congress, R>sd riot the nxec 
utive, is vested with this power. Bus ihe 
constitution itself is silent as to which (> 
who is to usurp the power, and as the pro 
vision was plainly made for ..,&•» dangerous 
emergency, it cannot be beli'eved-"tbatithi 
franiers of the instrument .intended that in 
every case the dang'er'shoDlchr.u'rj'ifsco'urs 
until congress should be called together 
the very asgemftling of which might be pre 
vijntiid, as was'intended in this case, by tbe 
rebellion. No; rfibre extended argument is 
now afforded, a3 an opinion at some lentil 
,vill probably be presented by the attorne;, 
general. Whether there shall be any legis 
ation on the subject, and if so, what, is 
submitted entirely to the better judgmen

The forbearance of this Government has 


oeen so extraordinary and so long contin 
ued as to lead sonic foreign nations to shape, 
their action as if they supposed tbo early 
destruction of our National Union was prob- 
able. 
WhileJ this, on discovery, gave the 


Executive some concern, he is now happ; 
;o say that the sovereignty and rights of the 
Jcited States are now practically respected 
>y foreign powers, and a general sympathy 
vith the'government is manifested through 
out the world. 


The reports of the Secretaries of the 


Treasury, War and Navy, will give the in 
brtnation in detail deemed necessary and 
convenient for your action, while the Exec- 
utive aad Departments will stand ready to 
supply omissions, or to communicate new 
acts considered important foryon to know, 
't is now recommended that you give the 
egal means for making this contest a, short 
and decisive one : that you place at the con- 
rol of the Government for the work, at 
east 
-tOO.000 men and $400,000,000.— 


That number of rneu is about one tenth ol 
hose of proper ages within the regions 
where apparently all aro willing to engage, 
and the sum is less than a twenty-third pari 
)f the money value owned by the men who 
eem ready to devote the whole. A debt of 
iix hundred millioD.s dollars now, is a less 
urn per head than was the debt of our Rev- 
dution when we came out of that struggle, 
md the money value in the country bears 
jven a greater proportion. Surely, each 
man has as strong a motive HOW to preserve 
iur liberties as each had then to establish 
hem. A right result at this time will be 
vortb more to the world than ton times the 
men and 
ten times 
the 
money. 


The evidence 
reaching us from 
the 


country, leaves no doubt that the mate- 
rial for the work is abundant, that it needs 
only the hand of legislation to give it sanc- 
tion, ani the hand of the executive to give 
it practical slinpe and efficiency. 
One of 


the greatest perplexities of the Government 
is to avoid receiving troops faster than it 
can provide for them. In n word, the peo- 
ple will save the Government if the Govern- 
ment will do its part only indifferently well. 


It might seem at first thought to be of 


little difference whether the present move- 
ment at the south be called secession or re- 
bellion. The movers, however, well under- 
stand the difference. 
They knew at the be- 


ginning they could never raise their treason 
to any respectable magnitude by any name 
which implies violation of law. They knew 
their people possessed as much devotion to 
law and order, as much pride and reverence 
for their history and the government of 
their country as any otber civilized and pa- 
triotic people. They knew they could make 
no advancement directly in the teeth of 
these strong and noble sentiments. They 
accordingly commenced by au indnstriou's 
debauching of the public mind. They in- 
vented an ingenious sophism, which, conce- 
ded, was followed by perfectly logical steps 
through all the incidents of the complete 
destruction of the Union. The sophism 
itself is th.ut any state of the Union may, 
consistently with the nation's constitution, 
and therefore lawfully and peacefully, with- 
draw from the Union without the consent 
of the Union or of any other state. A lit- 
tle disguise, that the supposed right is to be 
exercised only for just cause, themselves to 
be sole judges, of its justice, is too thin to 
merit any notice. With rebellion thus su- 
gar-coated, they have been drugging the 
minds of their section for more than thirty 
years, until at length they have brought 
many good men to a willingness to take up 
arms against the government, the day after 
some assemblage of men have enacted the 
farce of taking their state, out of the Un- 
ion, who could have been brought to no 
such thing the day before. This sophism 
derives much, perhaps the whole, of its cur- 
rency from the assumption that there is 
some omnipotent and sacred supremacy 
pertaining to each state of our federal Un- 
ion. 
Onr states have neither more nor less 


power than that reserved to them in the 
Union by Ihe constitution, no one ot them 
ever having been a state out of the Union. 
The original ones passed into the Union 
even before they cast off their British de- 
pendence, and the new ones came with the 
Union directly from a condition of depend- 
ence, excepting Texas, and even Texas in 
its temporary independence was never de- 
signated as a state. The new ones only 
were designated as states ou coming into 
the Union, while that name was only first 


adopted for the old ones in and by the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 
Therein the 


United Colonies were declared free and in- 
dependent states, bat even then the object 
plainly was not to declare their independ- 
ence of one another, of'the Union, but di- 
rectly the contrary, as their mutual action 
before, at the time, and afterwards, abund- 
antly show. 


The express plighting of faith by'each 


and all of the thirteen original States in the 
articles of confederation, .two years later, 
" that the Union shall be perpetual," is most 
conclusive. Having never been States ei- 
ther in substance or name outside Ihe 
Union, whence this magical omnipotence 
of State rights, asserting a claim of power 
to lawfully destroy the Union itself 7 Much 
is said about the "sovereignty of the States," 
but the word even is not in the national 
Constitution nor, it is believed, in any of 
the .State Constitutions. 
What is a sover- 


eignty ? Would it be far wrong to declare 
it a political community without a political 
superior? Tested by this, no one of our 
States except Texas was a sovereignty, and 
even Texas gave up the character on com- 
ing into the Union, by which act she ac- 
knowledged the Constitution of tho United 
States, and laws and treaties of the United 
States, made in pursuance of the Constitu- 
tion, to be forever her supreme law. 


The states have their status in the Union 


and they have no other legal status. If 
they break from this they only do so ugainst 
law by revolution. The Union, aud not 
themselves separated, procured their inde- 
pendence and their liberty. By conquest or- 
purehase the Union gave each of them what- 
ever of independence and liberty it has. The 
Union is older than any of the states, and 
in fact it created them as states. Original- 
ly some dependent colonies made the Uni- 
on and in return the Union threw off their 
old dependence for them, and made the 
states such as they are. .Not one of them 
ever had a state constitution independent 
of the Union. 
Of course.it is not forgot- 


ten that all the ue"r states formed their 
constitutions before they entered the Union, 
nevertheless dependent on and preparatory 
to their coming into the Union. 


nquestionably the states have the pow- 


ers and rights reserved to them by the 
national constitution, but among these sure- 
y ure not included all conceivable powers, 
however mischievous ot destructive. 
Bat 


at most, such only as were known in the 
world yf. that time as governmental powers, 
aud certau, ly a power to destroy the gov- 
ernment itself, had never been known as a 
governmental, a merely administrative pow- 
er. This relative matter of national power 
and state'^a rights as a principle, is no other 
than a principle of generality and locality. 
Whatever«conccrns the whole should be 
conUi icd to the.whple general government, 
while whatever'- Jou.c.erns the state should 
bo left exclusively.ttT'tKc state. This is all 
there is left of the originarprincipal about 
it. Whatever the national convention in 
defining the boundaries between "the. two as 
applied to the principle with exact accuracy 
is not to be questioned. We are all/bound 
by that definition without question..', . 


What is now combatted is the position 


that secession is consistent with the Consli-! 
tution, is lawful and peaceful, 
ft is no 


contended that there is any express law foi 
it, and nothing should ever be implied a 
law which leads to unjust and absurd.con

Our adversaries hare adopted some declarations of 


indepeuden«e,inwhicb,unlikethegoodoldonc!penned by 
Jeffttrson, they omit th e words 'are created equal.1

They have a adopted tompcrary national constitution, 
in tail preamble of which, unlike our good old one sign- 
ed by Washington, they omit, " We, tho people," and 
substitute, We, the deputies of the sovereign and inde- 
pendent states.

• . tl'e.!"st.man> st> fllr <» known, they successfully re- 
sisted the traitorous oflects of those whoso command 
within an hour before they obeyed as absolute law.— 
This ta a patriotic instinct of plain men. They under- 
•stand without an argument that the destroying of the 
government winch was made by Washington means no 
good for them. Our popular government has often 
been called an experiment. Two points in it, however, 
pur people have settled, viz: The successful establish- 
ing and the successful administering of it. One still 
remains ; its successful maintenance against the form- 
idable internal attempt to overthrow it. n Is now for 
thorn to demonstrate to the world that those who can 
fuirly carry on an election can also suppressa rebellion •

Lest there be some uneasiness In the minds of candid 


men as to what Is to be the course of the government to- 
wards the southern states lifter the rebellion shall have 
been suppressed, the Executive deems It proper to say it 
shall be his purpose then as ever to be guided by the con- 
stitution and the laws, and that he probably will have 
no different understanding of the powers and duty of the 
Federal Government relatively to the rights of the states 
and the people under the constitution than that express- 
ed In the inaugural address. He desires U> preserve the 
government, that It may be administered for all as It iras 
administered by the men who made It. Loyal citizens 
everywhere have the right to claim this of their govern- 
ment. The government has not the right to withhold or 
neglect It, and it is not perceived in giving it that there 
Is any coercion, any coiquest or my mibjufatlon, In any 
just sens* of these terms. 
The conhtitulion provided, 


and allttie states accepted its provision, that the United 
States shall guarantee to every state in this Union a re- 
publican form of government ; but II a state may lav/ful- 
ly go out of the Union, having done so it may also dis- 
card the republican form of government; so that to pre- 
vent its going out is an Indispensable means to obtaining 
the guarantee mentioned. 
When an end ill lawful aad 


obligatory, the indispensable means to [attain it are also 
lawful and obligatory. It was with the deepest regret 
that the Executive assumed the duty of employing the 
war power In defence of tbu government. Forced upon 
him, he could but perform this duty or surrender thu ex- 
istence of the government. No compromise by public 
servants could in this be a cure — not that compromises 
are not often proper, but that no popular government 
can long survive a marked precedent that those who car- 
ry an election can only save the government by giving 
up the main point upon which the people gave ttie elec- 
tion. Thn people themselves and uot Uieir servants can 
surely reverse their own deliberate decision. 
As a pri- 


vate citisen the Executive could not have consented that 
these initltutions shall perUh, much less could he, in be- 
trayal of so va»t and so sacred a trust as these free peo- 
ple had confided to him. Ue felt that he had no moral 
right to shrink or even count the chances of his own life 
in n-hat mny follow. In full view uf this great responsi- 
bility he has so far done what he has deemed bis duty.— 
Will yoii not, according to your own judgment, perform 
yours? lie sincerely hopes that your views and actions 
may so accord with his aa to assure all faithful citizens 
who have been disturbed, of their rights, of a certain and 
speedy restoration to them under tue constitution and 
[HW, 
And having in this chcsen our course without 


juilt and with pure purpose, let us renew our trust in 
Uod and go forward without fear and with manly hearts

Th« nation is now in debt fo" 
money applied for the bunefit of these so 
called seceding states, in common with th_ 
rest. Is it just either that creditors shoulc 
go unpaid or the remaining states pay th< 
whole ? A part, of the present nationa 
debt was contracted to pay the old debt o. 
Texas. Is it just that she shall leave anc 
pay no part of this herself? 


Again, if one state may secede, so may 


another, and when all have seceded, none 
is left to pay the debts. 
Is this quite jus' 


to creditors? Did we notify them of ibis 
sage view of ours when we borrowed their 
money? If we now recognize this doc- 
trine by allowing the seceders to go in 
peace it is difficult to see what we can do i: 
others choose to go, or to extort terms up- 
on which they will promise to remain. The 
seceders insist that our constitution admits 
of secession. 
They have assumed to make 


a national constitution of their own in 
which, of necessity, they have discatded or 
retained the right of secession as they in- 
sUl it exists in ours. 
It" they have discard- 


ed it, they thereby admit that, on principle 
it ought not to exist in ours. If they have 
retained it, by their construction of ours il 
shows that to be consistent they must se- 
eede from one another when they shall find 
it the easiest way of settling their debts or 
effecting another selfish or unjust object. 


The principle itself is one of disintegra- 


tion and ou which no government can en- 
dure. If all the states save one should af- 
fect the power to drive that one out of the 
Union, it is p-csnmed this whole clans of the 
seceded politicians would at once; deny the 
power and denounce the act as the greatest 
outrage upon state rights. But suppose 
that precisely the same act, instead of being 
called driving one out, should be called the 
'seceding" of the others from the one, it 
wonld be exactly what the sereders claim to 
do, 'unless, indeed, they make the point that 
Ae one, because it is a minority, may right- 
fully do that which tbe others, because they 
are the majority, may not rightfully do. 


_ These politicians are profound in' the 
rights of minorities. They are not partial 
,o that power which made the Constitution 
ind speaks from the preamble calling itself 
' we the people." It may well be question- 
ed whether there is to-day a majority of the 
egally qualified voters of any state, except, 
perhaps, South Carolina, in favor of disu- 
nion. There ia much reason to believe that 
he Union men are in a majority in many 
f not in all of the seceded states. The 
contrary has not been demonstrated in any 
one of them. It is ventured to affirm even 
these of Virginia and Tennessee—for the 
esult of elections held in military camps, 
vhere the bayonets were .all.on one side of 
the question voted upon—can scarcely be 
considered as demonstrating the the popu- 
ar sentiment at such an election. . All that 
arge class who are at once for the Union 
and against coercion would be coerced to 
•ote against the Union. 


It even may be affirmed without extrava- 


gance that the free institutions which we 
enjoy have developed the powers and im- 
iroved the condition of our whole people 
>eyond any example in the world. 
Of this 


we now have u, striking and impressive il- 
ustration. 
So large an army as the gov- 


irnment has now on foot was never before 
mown, without a soldier in it who has not tu- 
:en his place there of his own free choice. 
Jut more than thia, there are many single 
egiments, whose members, one and anoth- 
er, possess fall practical knowledge of the 
arts and sciences and professions, and 


•hatever else, whether useful or elegant, is 
tnown to the whole world; and there is 
carcely one from which there could not be 
elected a President, a Cabinet, a Congress 
and perhaps a Court abundantly competent 
o administer the government. 
Nor do I say thia-is not true of oar late friends—now 


netniea In this content;—but it Is so much the better 
eason why the government which has conferred such 
eneflts on both them and on us should not be broken 
p f Whoever in any section proposes to abandon such 
government would do well to consider in difference to 


what principle it is that he dooa it; whether the sub- 
tttute will jlv« or b« Jnt«n,d»d (o g^v» no much good to

, EDITORS GAZETTK.—It is estimated that 
there are about 3000 troops arriving daily 
in the city, who po into camp within three 
miles of the capitol. 


If what everybody says is true the second 


Wisconsin regiment "takes them all down." 
We are encamped along side of the Texas 
rangers, a noble body of cavalry. They 
quarter here through the day, and at night 
go to Alexandria, to serve as picket guards. 
They "pick up " some of the. rebels every 
night and lodge them in jail. 


The view from the top of tie capitol is 


very grand. A large extent of beautiful 
country can be seen, and in the midst of it 
one hundred thousand soldiers are encamp- 
ed. Their white tents can be seen scatter- 
ed for miles on either side of the city. 


There was an alarm the other night which 


called ris all out. The signal was three 
gans and the ringing of the bell. " YouM 
better believe'' the Wisconsin boys were 
ott, in line of battle mighty quick. The 
alarm i.as without cause, but the prompt- 
ness with which the troops turned out shows 
that we are ready for Jeff. Davis, " or any 
other man.'' 


It was not true that our regiment was at- 


tacl.ed iu Baltimore, as we passed throujtj 
as has been reported. 
We were well pre. 


pared for an attack, having, received our 
arms at Harrisbnrg : they were loaded atul 
ready. But I saw little excitement on the 
street as we marched through the city. At 
one corner were gathered about 400 Union 
men and women, who sang the "Star Span- 
gled Banner" for our beneSt, 


The eatay ia:kept drilling very thorough- 


ly. The most animated sight is the drill of 
the flying artillery, whose evolutions are 
iery astonishing to those not accustomed to 
them. I have sjen them load their cannon 
when the horses were upon a full run, stop 
and fire, and on they would go, and in a 
few minutes wonld be half a mile away, 
ready fnr another fire. 


It is my turn to cook for our mess, and I 


must stop and get them supper.

One of the most destructive and unfor- 


MEERSCHAUM FIFES, ' 
tunate fires that oar city has been visited 
with in many years, occurred yesterday 
about noon. A few minutes before twelve, 
a fire caught in a little shed just in the rear 
of the old Oakley Livery Stable, in Spring 
street, and everything about there being of 
a combustible nature, and being unusually 
dry at that time, it was but a moment, as it 
were, before the shed and the stable were 
enveloped in 
flames. 
; 


The alarm was immediately given, but it 


soon became evident that a general conflrg- 
ratiou was unavoidable, and accordingly the 
most of the occupants of the different build- 
ings in the vicinity began to make ready for 
the emergency. The result of the calamity 
was that there were 25 or 26 buildings con- 
sumed, among which were the American 
House, two brick stores belonging to Chas. 
H. Williams, the old Oakley Livery Stable, 
the Methodist Episcopal Chureb, corner of 
Second and Spring streets, :be three story 
brick building occupied by John Fishback, 
and many other buildings. The total loss 
is nearly §100,000 and the insurances will 
amount'to $30,000 or $40,000. 


The fire caught from some children play- 


ing with fire crackers about the shed we 
have mentioned. They were seen firing off 
crackers, as children were generally doing 
in celebration of the fourth, and having 
dropped one of their crackers in the straw 
and caught it on fire, they became frighten- 
ed and ran away. The day was ve-y warm, 
and the wind was blowing quite briskly from 
the southwest. Before it caught in the sta- 
ble in front, all the horses and carriages 
were removed, and nothing of much value 
was left in it to be consumed. Every effort 
was made to save the American House, but 
in vain, and after it had got under full bead- 
wav, the immense volume of flame and 
smoke that rolled upward presented a mag- 
nificent sight, although a sad one. Thu 
American was a large five story frame build- 
ing, one of the oldest in the city, and was 
almost as combustible as a tinder box. Is, 
was also full of furniture, with an endless 
number of beds, and there is hardly a build- 
ing in the city calculated to burn so fiercely 
and present such an immense volume oi 
fire. 


The fire department had been promptly 


called out on the first alarm, and we believe 
Supply Hose Co., and Engine Co. No. 
i> 


were the first on the ground. They at once 
went to work with a will, and soon the en- 
tire department were on hand, and com- 
menced work to arrest the.flames. 


From the American and the livery stable, 


the fire leaped across the afreet to the small 
frame buildings directly opposite, and also 
to the large brick building owned by Mr. 
George F. Austin. The frame buildings 
were all consumed, but luckily the brick 
structure had only its cornice and some of 
the windows consumed. A good deal of 
damage was also done to it by smoke and 
water. The two brick stores east of the 
American, and owned by Chas. H.Williams, 
were wholly consumed. In the meantime 
the buildings west of the Oakley livery sta- 
ble were wholly enveloped, and sure of des- 
truction. 


Next the Methodist church, corner of 


Second and Spring, took fire in the steeple, 
and was seen by many to catch. One en- 
gine could easily have extinguished it, but 
it soon went the way of the rest. By this 
time the three story brick building belong- 
ing to Mr. Fishback, was fully in flames, 
and with it went eight small buildings north 
of his establishment, on the same side of 
the street, and also two frame buildings on 
the opposite side of tho street, next north 
of Mr. Brick's extensive furniture establish 
ment. 


It was only by the greatest efforts that 


Mr. Brick saved his establishment. The 
casings to the windows and doors, on the 
side, were burned as it was, and considera- 
ble damage was dona by the water. Here 
the fire was checked. There was an im- 
mense crowd of people iu all the streets in 
the vicinity. 


It seemed at one time as if the conflag- 


ration was going to bej much more serious 
than it was. Once or twice it caught iii 
the barn of the Menomonee Hotel, and had 
this burned, the Menomonee House, Birch- 
ard's block, and a vast amount of other val- 
uable property must have been destroyed.

TWESTY-XISB REBELS KILLED, AXD 200 


TAKEN- PBISOXEBS.—The Wheeling (Va.) 
Intelligencer of Wednejday, just come to 
hand, contains the following exciting piece 
of news:

HoweH ordered down. This interference 
with their flag caused a very bitter feeling. 
Some words passed between some members 
of the party, among whom was Richard 
Soward, hotel keeper, and Capt. Howell.— 
The latter started to go home, and when 
passing the hotel, Soward came out, called 
upon Howell to defend himself, and imme- 
diately shot him dead. 


The Germans surrounded the nmroerer's 


house to guard against his escape till a le- 
gal arrest could be made, and sent messenj 
gers to Lagrange, where they chartered a 
ferry boat and came to Quincy, and dis- 
patched the ferry boat back to take assist- 
ance from Lagrange. 


Col. Palmer, of the llth regiment, left 


here at seven o'clock this morning with 
four hundred men, all that remained in his 
camp over the 4tli, accompanied .by Quar- 
ter-master General Wood and Adjutant Gen- 
eral Mather, for the scene of disturbance, 
and a lively time was anticipated. 


I hear that Senator Green's brother has 


a company organized about six miles from 
Canton, who were sent for by the.secession 
party. Can't learn what strength they can 
muster, but Canton had the reputation of 
being the hottest secession hole in north- 
western Missouri.

PBESIDENT^ MESSA6E, 


FFLIXW CITIZENS OF THE SKXATE 


ASD HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES : 


Having been convened in extraordinary 


session as authorised by the constitution 
your attention is not called to any ordinary 
subject of legislation. At the beginning o 
the present presidential term, four months 
ago, the functions of the Federal Govern 
uient were found to be generally suspended 
within the several states of South Carolina 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Florida, excepting those only of the 
post office department. Within these states 
wll the forts, arsenals, dockyards, custom 
houses, &c., including all the movable anc 
btationary property in and about them, hac 
been seized and held in open hostility to 
tliis government, excepting only Forts Pick- 
ens, Taylor and Jeflerson, on and near the 
Florida coast, and Fort Sumter in Charles- 
ton harbor. The forts thus seized had been 
put in improved condition ; new ones had 
been built and armed. Other forces had 
been organized and were organizing, all 
avowedly for the same hostile purposes.— 
The forts remaining in the federal posses- 
sion in and near those states were either be- 
seiged or menaced by warlike preparations 
Especially Fort Sumter was nearly surroun- 
ded by well protected hostile batteries, with 
gnns equal in quality to the best of its own 
and outnumbering the latter as ten to one. 
A disproportionate share of the federal 
muskets and rifles bad somehow found their 
way into these states, and had been seized 
to be used against the government. Accu- 
mulations of the public revenue had beei 
seized for the same object. The navy was 
scattered in distant seas, leaving but a very 
small part of it within the immediate reach 
of the government. Officers of the federal 
army had resigned in great numbers, and 
of those resigned a great portion had taken 
up arras against the government. Simulta- 
neously and in connection with all this, a 
purpose to sever the federal Union was open- 
ly avowed. In accordance with this pur- 
pose, an ordinance had been reported, in 
each of these states, declaring the states re- 
spectively to be separated from the Federal 
Union. The formula for instituting a com- 
bined government for th---:f> states had been 
promulgated, and this iiioaal organization 
in thecharacterof the confederate states, was 
already askiujr recognition, aid, and inter- 
vention from foreign powers. Finding this 
condition of means, and believing it to be 
an imperative duty upon the incoming Ex- 
ecutive to prevent, if possible, the consum- 
mation of such attempt to destroy the Fed- 
eral Union, a choice of two things to the 
end became indispensable. 
This choice 


was made and declared in the inaugural ad- 
dress. The policy chosen, looked to the ex- 
haustion of all peaceable measures before 
a resort to any stronger one. It sought on 
ly to hold the public places and property 
not already wrested from the government 
and to collect the revenue, relying for the 
rest on time, discussion and the ballot-box. 
I promised the continuance of the mails at 
the government's expense to the very peo- 
ple who were resisting the government, and 
gave repeated pledges against any disturb- 
ance of any of the people or any of their 
rights—of all that which a President might 
constitutionally and justifiably do in such a 
case. 
Everything was forborne without 


which it was believed possible to keep the 
government on foot. 


On the 5th of March, the present incum- 


bent's first full day in office, a letter from 
Major Anderson, commanding at Fort Sum- 
ter, written on the 28th of February, and 
received at the war department on the 4th 
of March, was by that department placed 
in his hands. This letter expressed the pro- 
fessional opinion of the writer that rein- 
forcements could not be thrown into that 
fort in time for his relief, (rendered neces- 
sary by the limited supply of provisions 
and with a view of holding the same,) -with 
a force of leas than 20,000 well disciplined 
men. This opinion was concurred in by 
all' the officers of his command, and their 
memoranda on the subject were made in- 
closures of Major Anderson's letter. The 
whole was immediately laid before Lienten- 
ajjt Gen. Scott,^who at once concurred with 
MMJor Anderson iu his decision. On re- 
flection, however, he took full time in con- 
salting with other offieers, both of the army 
and navy, and at the end of four days came 
reluctantly bnt decidedly to the same con- 
clusion as before. He also stated at the 
same time that no snch sufficient force was 
then at the control of the government, or 
could be raised-and bronght to the ground 
wifhin the'time when the provisions in the 
fort would be exhausted. In a purely uiili- 
tary point of view, this confined the admin- 
istration to the mere matter of getting the 
garrison safely out of the fort. It was be- 
lieved, however, that to BO abandon that 
situation under the circumstances would he 
utterly ruinous; that the necessity under 
which it was to be done would not be fully 
understood; that by many it would be con- 
strued as a part of a voluntary policy: that 
at home it would discourage the friends of 
the Union, embolden its adversaries and go 
far to insure the latter a recognition abroad, 
sind that in fact it would be oar national de- 
struction. This could not be allowed.— 
Starvation was not yet upon the garrison, 
and ere it would be reached, Fort Pickens 
might be reinforced. This last would be a 
clear indication of policy, and would better 
enable the country to accept the evacuation 
of Sumter as a military necessity. 


Then au order was at once directed to be 


sent for the landing of the troops from the 
Btearaship Brooklyn into Fort Fickena.— 
This order could not go by land bnt must 
take the surer and slower route by sea.— 
The first returning news from the order was 
received just one week before the fall of 
Sumter. The news itself was that the offi- 
cer commanding the Sabine, to which ves- 
sel the troops had been transferred from the 
Brooklyn, acting upon some armistice of 
the late administration and the existence of 
which the present administration, up to the 
time the order was despatched, had only 
too vague and uncertain rumors to fix atten- 
tion, had refused to land the troops. To 
now reinforce Fort Pickens before the cri- 
BIB would be reached at Fort Snmter was 
impossible, rendered so by the mere ex- 


haustion of provisions in the latter named 
fort. In precaution against such a contin- 
geucythe government had a few days be- 
fore commenced preparing an expedition as 
well adapted as might be to relieve Fort 
Sumter, which expedition was intended to 
be ultimately used or not according to cir- 
cumstances. 
The strongest anticipated 


case for using it was now presented, and it 
was resolved to send it forward, as had been 
intended. In this contingency it was also 
resolved to notify the governor of South 
Carolina that he might expect an attempt 
would be made to provision the fort, and 
if the attempt should not be resisted, there 
would be no attempt to throw in men, arms 
or ammunition, without further notice, or 
in case of an attack upon the fort. 
This 


notice was accordingly given, whereupon 
the fort was attacked and bombarded to its 
fall, even awaiting the arrival of the provi- 
sion expedition. It is thus, saen that the 
assault, upon and reduction of Fort Sum- 
ter were in no sense a matter of self defense 
on the part of the assailants. They well 
knew that the garrison iu the fort could by 
no possibility commit aggression upon them. 
They knew they were expressly notified 
that giving bread to the lew brave and hun- 
gry men of the garrison was all that would 
on that occasion be attempted unless them- 
selves, by resisting so much, should pro- 
voke more. They knew that this govern- 
ment desired to keep the garrison in the 
fort, not to assail them, but merely to main- 
tain visible possession, and thus preserve 
the Union from actual and immediate dis- 
solution, trusting,'as herein before stated, 
to time, discussion and the ballot-box for 
final adjustment; and they assailed and re- 
duced the fort for precisely the reverse ob 
ject—to drive out the visible authority of 
the Federal Union, and thus force it to im 
mediate dissolution. That this was tLeir 
object the executive well understood ; and 
having said to them in the inaugural ad- 
dress, " You can have no conflict without 
being yourselves the aggressors,' 'he took 
pains not only to keep this declaration good 
but also to keep the case so far from ingen 
ious sophistry that the world should no: 
misunderstand it. 


By the affair at Fort Sumter, with its 


sTirrouudinj* circumstances, that point was 
reached. Then and there, by the assailants 
of the government, began the conflict with 
out a gun in sight or expectancy to return 
their tiring, save only the few in the fort, 
sent to that harbor years before for their 
own protection, and still ready to give that 
protection in whatever was loyal. In this 
act, discarding all else, they have forcec 
upon the country the distinct issce of im- 
mediate dissolution or blood, and this em- 
braces more than the fate of these Umte<" 
States. 
It presents to the whole family oi 


man the question whether a constitutional 
republic or democracy, a government of :.he 
people, the same people, can or caunot 
maintain its territorial integrity against its 
own domestic foes. It presents the ques- 
tion whether discontented persons, too lew 
in numbers to control the administration 
according to the organic law in any cas 
can always upon the pretenses made is this 
case or any other pretenses, or arbitrarily, 
without any pretenses break up their gov- 
ernment and thus practically put an end to 
free government upon the earlh. It forces 
us to ask, is there in all republics this in- 
berent and fatal weakness 1 Must a gov- 
ernment of necessity, be too strong for the 
iberties of the people, or too weak to runin- 
tain its own existence 'I 
So viewing the is- 


sues, no choice was left but to call out the 
war power of the government, and so to re- 
sist the force employed for its destruction 
ay force for its preservation. The call was 
made and the response of the country was 
most gratifying, surpassing in unanimity 
and spirit the most sanguine expectation. 
Yet none of the states commonly called 
slave states^ except Delaware, gave a. regi- 
ment through the regular state organiza- 
tion. A few regiments have been organized 
within some other of those states by individ- 
ual enterprise, and received into the gov- 
ernment service of course. The seceded 
states, so-called, and to which Texas had 
been joined about the time of the inaugu- 
ration, gave no troops to the cause of the 
Union. 
The border states, so called, were 


not uniform in their action, some of them 
being almost for the Union, while in others, 
as in Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee 
and Arkansas the Union sentiment was 
nearly repressed and silenced. The course 
taken in Virginia was the most remarkable 
—perhaps the most important. A conven- 
tion elected by the people of that state to 
lonsider this very question of disrupting the 
ederal Union was in session at the capital of 
Virginia when Fort Sumter fell. To this 
)ody ib:j people had chosen a large mojor- 
ty of professed Union men. 


Almost immediately after the fall of 
Sum- 


er numbers of that majority went over to 
he original minority, and with them adopt- 
ed an ordinance for withdrawing the stale 
roui the Union. \Yhether this change was 
vroujrht bv their great approval of the 
assault on Sumter, or their resentment to 
he government's resistance to that assault, 
s not definitely known. 
Although they 


submitted the ordinance for ratification to 


vote of the people, to be taken somewhat 


more than a mouth distant, the convention 
and legislature, which was also in session 
at the same time and place, with leading 
men of the state, immediately commenced 
acting as if the state was already out of the 
Jnion. They pushed military preparatons 
'igorously forward all over the state.— 
'hey seized the United States armory at 
larper's Ferry and tbe Navy Yard :tt Gos- 
jort near Norfolk. They received, perhaps 
nvited into the state, large bodies of troops, 
with .their warlike appointments, from the 
o called seceded state.*. They formally 
entered into a treatv with the so-called cun- 
ederatc stateaj^and sent members to their 
congress at Montgomery, and finally they 
>ermitted the insurrectionary government 
o be transferred to their capital at Rich- 
mond. The people of Virginia have thus 
allowed this giant insurrection to make its 


est within their borders, and this govern- 


ment has no choice left but to deal with it 
where it finds it, and it has the less to re- 
;ret, as tbe loyal citizens have, iu due form, 
laimed its protection. Those loyal citi- 
;ens the government is bound to recognize 
ind protect as being in Virginia. 
In 


he border states so called, in fact the mid- 
.le states, there are those who favor a poli- 
y which they call armed neutrality, that is, 
an arming of those states to prevent the 
Jnion forces passing one way, or the dis- 
union the other, over their soil. 
This 


vould be dis-union completely; figuratively 
peaking, it would be the building of an 
mpassible wall along the line of separation; 
and yet, not quite an impassible one. for, 
under the guise of neutrality, it would tie 
be hands of the Union men and freely pass 
upplies from among them to the insurrec- 
ionists, which it could not do as an open 
nemy. At a stroke it would take all the 
rouble off the hands of secession except 
nly what proceeds from the external block- 
de. It would do for the dis-unionists that 
n-hich of all things they most desire, feed 
iem well and give them disunion without 
struggle of their own. It recognizes no 
.delky to the constitution, no obligation to 
maintain the Union. 
While very many 


•ho have favored it are doubtless loyal cit- 
zens, it is nevertheless very injurious in 
ffect. 


Recurring to tbe action of the govern- 


ment it may be stated that at first a call 
was made for 75,000 militia, and rapidly 
ollowing this, a proclamation was issued 
Dr closing the ports of the insurrectionary 
istricts by a blockade. 
So far all was be- 


ievsd to be strictly legal. 
j 


At this point the insurrectionists an- 


nounced their purpose of entering upon the 
practice of privateering. Other calls were 
made for volunteers to serve three years un- 
less sooner discharged, and also large addi- 
tions to the regular army and navy. These 
measures, whether strictly legal or not, 
were ventured upon what appeared to be 
popular demand for a public necessity, 
trusting then, as now, that congress woul 
ratify them. It is believed that nothing ha 
been done beyond the constitutional corn 
petency of congress. 
Soon after the firs 


call for militia, it was considered a duty t 
authorize the commanding general, in prop 
er cases, according to his discretion, to sns 
pend the privilege of the habeas corpus, o 
in other words to arrest and detain withou 
resort to ordinary process and forms of law 
such individuals as he might deem danger 
ous to the public safety. This author! 
has purposely been exercised bnt very spar 
ingly; neverthe less, the legality and pro 
priety of what has been done under it ar 
questions, and the attention of the countrj 
has been called to the proposition that one 
who has sworn to lake care that the laws b 
faithfully executed should not himself vio 
late them. Of course some consideratioi 
was given to the questions of the powe: 
and propriety before this matter was aete< 
upon. The whole of the laws which were 
required to be faithfully executed, were be 
ing resisted and failing of execution in 
> arly one-third of the states. Must the; 
re allowed to finally fail of execution, evei 
ii it had been perfectly clear that by th 
ULe of the means necessary to their execu 
lie n some single law made in such extreme 
tenderness of the citizen's liberty thatprac 
tic ally it relieves more of the guilty, than 
the innocent, should, to f limited extent 
be violated 1 To state the question mon 
directly, are all the laws but one to go un 
executed, tbe government itself to go to 
pieces lest that one be violated '! Even in 
such a case would not the official oath b 
broken if the government should be over 
thrown when it was believed that disregard 
ing the tingle law wonld tend to preserv 
it? 
But it was not believed that this ques 


tion was presented. It was not believe' 
that any law was violated. The provisiou 
of the constitution being tb;it fie privilegi 
of the habeas corjius shall not be euspenil 
ed except in cases of rebellion i.r invasion 
the public safety <loes reqair< 
;- it, \*, was dc 


cided that we have a cas" o" robiliion. anc 
the public safety does rt.; ;ire a qualifiec 
suspension of the privilege of the p.rit 
which was authorized to be made. Now i 
is insisted that congress, a;id not the exec 
utive, is vested with this power. But the 
constitution itself is silent as to which or 
who is to usurp the power, and as the pro 
vision was plainly made for s- dahgeroBs 
emergency, it cannot be believed-'that th 
framers of the instrument intended thai, in 
everj- case the danger•sbould^r.uh'ifs course 
until congress should be called together, 
the very assembling of which might be pre 
vented, as wai intended in this case, by the 
rebellion. No jtfiore extended argument is 
now afforded, aS an opinion at some length 
will probably be presented by the attorne) 
general. Whether there shall be any legis 
lation on the subject, and if so, what, is 
submitted entirely to the better judgment 
of congress. 


The forbearance of this Government has 


been so extraordinary and so long contin- 
ued as to lead some foreign nations to shape 
their action as if they supposed the early 
destruction of our National Union was prob- 
able. 
WhileJ this, on discovery, gave the 


Executive some concern, he is now happy 
to say that the sovereignty and rights of the 
United States are now practically respected 
by foreign powers, and a general sympathy 
with the'governm'-iit is manifested through 
out the world. 


The reports of the Secretaries of the 


Treasury, War and Navy, will give the in 
formation ia detail deemed necessary and 
convenient for your action, while the Exec- 
utive and Departments will stand ready to 
supply omissions, or to communicate new 
•facts considered important for you to know. 
It is now recommended that you give the 
legal means for making this contest ashori 
and decisive one : that you place at the con- 
trol of the Government for the work, at 
least -100,000 men and $400,000,000.— 
That number of men is about one tenth of 
those of proper ages within the regions 
where apparently all are willing to engage, 
and the sum is less than a twenty-third part 
of the money value owned by the men who 
seem ready to devote the whole. A debt of 
six hundred millions dollars now, is a less 
sum per head than was the debt of our Rev- 
olution when we came out of that struggle, 
and the money value iu the country bears 
even a greater proportion. Surely, each 
man has as strong a motive HOW to preserve 
our liberties as each, had then to establish 
them. A right result at this time will be 
worth more to the world than ten times the 
men and 
ten times 
the 
money. 


The evidence 
reaching us 
from 
the 


country, leaves no doubt that the mate- 
rial for the work is abundant, that it needs 
only the band of legislation to give it sane 
tion, and the hand of tho executive to give 
it practical shape and efficiency. 
One of 


the greatest perplexities of the Government 
is to avoid receiving troops faster than it 
cau provide for them. In a word, the peo- 
ple will save the Government if the Govern- 
ment will do its part only indifferently well. 


It might seem at first thought to be of 


ittle difference whether the present move- 
ment at the south be called secession or re- 
bellion. The movers, however, well under- 
stand the difference. 
They knew at the he- 


ginning they could never raise their treason 
;o any respectable magnitude by any name 
which implies violation of law. They knew 
their people possessed as much devotion to 
'aw and order, as much pride and reverence 
or their history and the government of 
their country as any other civilized and pa- 
triotic people. They knew they could make 
no advancement directly in the teeth of 
these strong and noble sentiments. They 
accordingly commenced by an industrious 
debauching of the public mind. They in- 
ented an ingenious sophism, which, conce- 


ded, was followed by perfectly logical steps 
through all the incidents of the complete 
rlestruction of the Union. The sophism 
itself ia thst any state of the Union may, 
consistently with the nation's constitution, 
and therefore lawfully and peacefully, with- 
draw from the Union without the consent 
of the Union or of ary other state. A lit- 
!e diagnise, that the supposed right is to be 
exercised only for just cause, themselves to 
je sole judges, of its justice, is too thin to 
nerit any notice. With rebellion thns su- 
ar-coated, they have been drugging the 
minds of their section for more than thirty 
rears, until at length they have brought 
nany good men to a willingness to take up 
arms against the government, the day after 
iome assemblage of men have enacted the 
"arce of taking their state out of the Un- 
on, who could have been brought to no 
such thing the day before. This sophism 
derives much, perhaps the whole, of its cur- 
rency from the assumption that there is 
some omnipotent and sacred supremacy 
pertaining to each state of our federal Un- 
ion. Onr states have neither more nor less 
power than that reserved to them in the 
Union by the constitution, no one ot them 
ever having been a state out of the Union. 
The original ones passed into the Union 
even before they cast off their British de- 
pendence, and the new ones came with the 
Union directly from a condi'ion of depend- 
ence, excepting Texas, and even Texas in 
its temporary independence was never de- 
signated as a state. The new ones only 
were designated as states on coming into 
the Union, while that name wag only first 


adopted for the old ones in and by the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 
Therein the 


United Colonies were declared free and in- 
dependent states, bnt even then the object 
plainly was not to declare their independ 
ence of one another, of the Union, but di- 
rectly the contrary, as their mutual action 
before, at the time, and afterwards, ahund 
antly show. 


The express plighting of faith by each 


and all of tbe thirteen original States in the 
articles of confederation, two years later, 
" that the Union shall be perpetual," is most 
conclusive. Having never been States ei- 
ther in substance or name outside the 
Union, whence this magical omnipotence 
of State rights, asserting a claim of power 
to lawfully destroy the Union itself? Much 
is said about the " sovereignty of the States," 
but the word even is not in the national 
Constitution nor, it is believed, in any of 
the State Constitutions. What is a sover- 
eignty 1 Would it be far wrong to declare 
it a political community without a political 
superior? Tested by this, no one of our 
States except Texas was a aovereighty, and 
even Texas gave up the character on com- 
ing into the Union, by which act she ac- 
knowledged the Constitution of tho United 
States, and laws and treaties of the United 
States, made in pursuance of the Constitu- 
tion, to be forever her supreme law. 


Tbe states have their status in the Union 


and they have no other legal status. If 
they break from this they only do so against 
law by revolution. The Union, and not 
themselves separated, procured their inde- 
pendence and their liberty. By conquust or- 
purchase the Union gave each of them what- 
ever of independence and liberty it has. The 
Union is older than any of the states, and 
in fact it created them as states. Original- 
ly some dependent colonies made the Uni- 
on and in return the Union threw off their 
old dependence for them and made the 
states such as they are. 
Not one of them 


ever had a state constitution iudependent 
of the Union. Of course it is not forgot- 
ten that all the neiv states formed their 
constitutions before they entered the Union, 
nevertheless dependent on and preparatory 
to their coming into the Union. 


Unquestionably the states have the pow- 


ers and rights reserved to them by the 
national constitution, but among these sure- 
ly ;»re not included all conceivable powers, 
however mischievous or destructive. 
But 


at most such only as were known in the 
world lit that time as governmental powers, 
and certainly a power to destroy the gov- 
ernment itself, had never been known as a 
governmental, a merely administrative pow- 
er. This relative matter of national power 
and state's rights as a principle, is no other 
than a principle of generality and locality. 
Whatever«concerns the whole should be 
conIS icd to the.whple general government, 
while whatever-Jouferns the state should 
bo left exclusively.tfrthe state. This is all 
there is left of the original'principal about 
it. Whatever the national convention in 
defining the boundaries between'the. two as 
applied to the principle with exact accuracy 
is not to be questioned. We are all/bound 
by that definition without question. '. . 


What is now combatted is the position j 


that secession is consistent with the Consti-' 
tution, is lawful and peaceful. It is not 
contended that there is any express law for 
t, and nothing should ever be implied as 
aw which leads to unjust and absurd con 
sequences. The nation purchased with 
money the countries out of which several 
of these states were formed. Ia it just that 
they should go off without leave or without 
refunding 1 The nation paid very large 
sums, in the aggregate, I. believe, nearly 
$100,000,000, to relieve Florida from tilt- 
aboriginal tribes. Is it just that she should 
low go off without consent or without auj 
return ? The nation is now in debt for 
money applied for the benefit of these so 
called seceding states, in common with the 
rest. Is it just either that creditors shoulc 
go unpaid or the remaining states pay tbe 


hole? A part of the present nationa" 
lebt was contracted to pay the old debt o; 
Texas. 
Is it just that she shall leave and 


jay no part of this herself? 


Again, if one state may secede, so may 


another, and when all have seceded, none 
s left to pay the debts. 
Is this quite just 


to creditors? Did we notify them of this 
sage view of ours when we borrowed their 
money ? If we now recognize this doc- 
rine by allowing the scceders to go in 
leace it is difficult to see what we can do ii 
others choose to go, or to extort terms up- 
on which they will promise to remain. The 
ecedcrs insist that our constitution admits 
of secession. They have assumed to make 


national constitution of their own in 


which, of necessity, they have discarded or 
retained the right of secession as they in- 
sist it exists in ours. If they have discard 
ed it, they thereby admit thiit on principle 
t ought not to exist in ours. If they have 
retained it, by their construction of ours it 
shows that to be consistent they must se- 
:ede from one another when they shall find 
t the easiest way of settling their debts or 
effecting another selfish or unjust object. 


The principle itself is one of disintergra- 


iou and on which no government can en 
dure. If all the states save one should af- 
ect the power to drive that one out of the 
Jnion, it is p-esutned the whole class of the 
eceded politicians would at once deny the 
lower and denounce the act as the greatest 
'ntrage upon state rights. But suppose 
hat precisely the same act, instead of being 
called driving one out, should be called the 
' seceding " of the others from the one, it 
•ould be exactly what the seceders claim to 
iO, unless, indeed, they make the point that 
he one, because it is a minority; may right- 
ully do that which the others, because they 
are the majority, may not rightfully do. 


These politicians are profound in the 


ights of minorities. They are not partial 
o that power which made the Constitution 
nd speaks from the preamble calling itself 
' we the people." 
It may well be questiou- 


d whether there is to-day a majority of the 
egally qualified voters of any state, except, 
icrhaps, South Carolina, in favor of disu- 
nion. There is much reason to believe that 
be Union men are in a majority in many 
f not in all of the seceded states. 
The 


ontrary has not been demonstrated in any 
ne of them. It is ventured to affirm even 
boae of Virginia and Tennessee—for the 


the poople. There i* Borne foreshadowing on the sub- 
ject. 


Onr adversaries hare adopted some declarations of 
, 
, 


Jefferson, they omit the words 'are created equat' Why? 
They have a adopted temporary national constitution, 
in thu preamble of which, unlike our good old one sign- 
ed by Washington, they Ottlit, " We, the people," and 
substitute, We, the deputies of the sovereign and inde- 
pendent states. Why this deliberate and pressing out 
of view the rights of men and the authority of the peo- 
ple? This is essentially a people's contest on the side 
of the Union. It is a struggle for maintaining in the 
world that farm and substance of government, whoae 
leading object is to elevate the condition o.' men, to lift 
iirtificial welglitM from all shoulders, to clear the pathfl 
of laudable pursuit!!, and to afford all an unfettered 
start and a fair chance in.the race of life, yielding to 
partial and temporary departures from necessity. This 
ia the leading object of that form of government for 
whose existence we contend. I am most happy to be- 
lieve that the plain people understand and appreciate 
this. It is worthy of note that while in this the gov- 
ernment's hour of trial, large numbers of those in the 
army and navy who have been favored with the offices, 
have resigned and proved false to t^e hand that pamper- 
ed them, iiot one common soldier or common sailor is 
known to have deserted his flag. Qreat honor ia due 
those officers who have remained true despite the er- 
ample of their treacherous Associates. Bnt the grsatest 
honor and most emphatic (act of all is the unanimous 
firmness oi the common soldiers and common sailors, — 
To the last man, so far as known, they successfully re- 
sisted the traitorous effects of those "^hoso command 
within an hour before they obeyed as absolute law. — 
This is a patriotic instinct of plain men. They nnder- 
•stand without an argument that the destroying of the 
government which was made by Washington means no 
good for them. Our popular government has often 
been called au experiment. Two pointd in it, however, 
our people bare settled, V!E : The cncceeo'ul establish- 
ing and the successful administering of it. One still 
remain-} ; its successful maintenance against the form- 
idable internal attempt to overthrow it. It is now for 
them to demonstrate to the world that those who can 
fairly carry on an election can alsosuppresaarebelliou; 
that ballots are the rightful and peaceful succe-sorsof 
bullets, and that when ballots are fail ly and constitu- 
tionally decided therecan bo no successful appeal except 
back to ballots themselves at a succeeding election.— 
fruch will be a great lesson of peace, teaching men that 
what they cannot take by an election neither can they 
take it by a war — teaching all the folly of being the be- 
ginners of a war. 


Lett there be some uneasiness In the minds of candid 


men as to what li to be the course of the government to- 
wards the southern states after the rebellion shall have 
been suppressed, the Executive deems It proper to say it 
shall be his purpose then as ever to be guided by the con- 
stitution and the laws, and that he probably will have 
no different understanding of tbe powers and duty of th« 
Federal Government relatively to the rights of the states 
and the people under tbe constitution than that express- 
ed In the inaugural address. He desires to preserve the 
government, that it may be administered for all as it was 
administered by the men who made it. Loyal citizens 
everyu here have the right to claim tbls of their govern- 
ment. The government has not the right to withhold or 
neglect It, and it la not perceived hi giving it that there 
Is any coercion, any coiquest or any subjugation, hi imy 
just sense of these terms. The constitution provided, 
Hnd all the states accepted its provision, that the United 
Statts shall guarauU-u to every state iu this Union a re- 


ublican tnriu of government ; but if a state may lawful-

card the republican form of government; so that to pre- 
vent its going out is an indispensable means to obtaining 
the guarantee mentioned. \Vheu an end is lawful and 
obligatory, the indispensable means to [attain it are also 
lawful and obligatory. It was with the deepest regret 
that the Executive assumed the duty of employing the 
war jiower In defence of thu government, forced upon 
him, he could but perform this duty or surrender the ex- 
istence of the government. No compromise by public 
servants could iu this be a cure — not that compromises 
are not ofteu proper, but that no popular government 
can long survive a marked precedent that those who car- 
ry an election can only save the government by giving 
up the main point upon which the people g^ve tfce elec- 
tion. 
Tht» people themselves and uot their servants can 


safely reverse tneir own deliberate decision. 
As a pri- 


vate citizen the Executive could not have consented that 
these institutions shall perl-h, much less could he, hi be- 
trayal of so va-a and so sacred a trust as these free peo- 
ple had confided to bun. lie felt that he had no moral 
right to shrink or even count the chances of his own life 
in what may follow. In full view of this great responsi- 
bility h? has so far done what he has deemed hla duty. — 


ll you not, according to your own judgment, perform 


jours? lie sincerely hopes that your views and actions 
may so accord with his as to assure all faithful citizens 
who have been disturbed of their rights, of a certain and 
speedy restoration to them under tke constitut ion and 
Laws. And having hi this chosen our course without 
;ullt and with pure purpose, let us renew our trust hi 
Uod and go forward without fear and with manly hearts.
